If it proves to be the case, as 
seems. likely, that, through the 


{good offices of the Government, 


new accommodation is to be 
found for the tenants-of Belilios 
Terrace .who have been given 
uotice to quit, there will be con- 
siderable relief felt by those who 
at one time feared that they 
would be rendered homeless, We 
are gratified that we haye been 
able to play some smail part in 
directing atteation to thé plight 
of these people, and we sincerely 
trust that their troubles will soon 
be at an end. “But this rebuilding 
of old premises ia seriously in- 
commoding otber folk sa well— 
the poorer class of. Chinese in 
particular. Elsewhere in this 
issue we give publicity to com- 
plaints raised by the tenanis of 
certain houses in Hollywood 
Road and Tai Ping Shan Struet 


who are also threatened with 
eviction. Doubtless their case is 
typical of the experience euffered 
by many others. . 

On this general guestion of the 
pulling ‘down of household pro- 
perty ‘we cannot help thinking 
that the Government has aot yet 
fuliy realised the seriousness of 
the issue. That is why wo ro- 
cently urged, and again do 80, 
thatthe subject be taken fully inte 
account when the Rents Ordin- 
ance comes up for amendment. 
Though we are quite prepared to 
agree that it will be all to the 
good of the Colony, eventually, 
that old, ramshackle buildings 
should be demolished and better 
houses built in their place, the 
point cannot be denied that 
much of the rebuilding which’ 
ia now taking place is based 
on,a@ desire by “landlords to 
get bigger teturos .on their 
money. They ‘have n0 altruistic 
motivez, and they do not concern 
themselves in the’ least degree 
with any inconvenience: or hard- 
ship which their action involves.

modstion elsewhere. It seems 
to us absurd to say that because 
we usually manage ta absorb 
thousands of refugees from 
local people’ given 
notice to quit will have no 
great difficulty in getting fresh 
accommodation. 
Canton refugees masage to find 
houses simply because aver- 
crowding: in permitted. And, in 
any case, what about the higher 
Trents that dispass.ssed teoatts 
Must necesaarily have to pay ?

business-line basis, In addition 
to thosa announced to-day, two 
further amendments of the Rents 
Ordinance are needed. Oneisa 
provision that notice to pull down 
should: be accompanied by a 
statement giving the number of 
tenants ta be dispossessed. This 
forthe information of the Govern- 
ment in ascertaining whether 
other accommodation is available. 
The other is tbat, ic the present 
Circumstaaces (that is, so long as 
the Rents Ordinance remains in 
force) no occupied hou:es ba 
permitted to be demolished un- 
leas in the opinion of the Build. 
ing Authority such ‘s step is 
advisable, by reason of delapid- 
ation. That would prevent the 
diverting of skilled labour to the 
rebuilding of houses which. really 
do not need reconstructiog, aad 
reader it available for entirely 
new property, on undeveloped 
sites. We put forward thesa sug- 
gestions in the hope that they| 
will receive serious consideration.
